Js the UN recently, Polish Ambassador Jerzy Michalowski put 
forward a motion that 14 countries be simultaneously admitted to 
UN membership. This is a hoary chestnut that the Soviet submits 
either directly or through one of her satellites several times a year. 


This time India, Egypt, and the Philippines promised to vote for 
Michalowski’s motion if he dropped the word “simultaneously.” 
Michalowski agreed, and in the Political committee the entire 
Soviet bloc, including Russian representative V. A. Zorin, voted for 
this version, 

Next day in the UN plenary session, Michalowski put forward 
his amended version in Russian. Andrei Gromyko noticed the 
missing word. He called Zorin. After a whispered conversation, 
Zorin announced he would vote against the motion he had accepted 
the previous day. 

Michalowski jumped to his feet, his face as white as a sheet. 
Poland was not voting the same as Russia—rank heresy. Without 
waiting for the chairman to give him the nod, he shouted at the 
top of his voice: “I too vote against it.” He very handily defeated 
his own motion.
